guisher, went to the Japa¬ 
nese garden, ,ind dis¬ 
charged it in the>pond, 
which likely resulted in the 
death of one fish. They 
also threw the toilet paper 
into the pond. 

From the school, the 
group went the new Youth 
Activity Center, where 
they entered a downstairs 
room, found some paint, 
and painted obscenities on 
the wall.

The re¬ 
vised estimated cost of the 
damage for the evening 
was $4,000, a figure which 
the Sierra Madre Police 
Department “feels is very 
conservative,” according 
to Sergeant Wayne Bailey 
at a press conference ear¬ 
ly Monday morning. 

Officer Gary Munstien 
took the initial report, and 
officers Lance Long and 
Esther Colpitts conducted 
the investigation. “We 
started to get information 
almost immediately,” said 
Long, “particularly from 


the youth in the communi¬ 
ty. Basically, we heard all 
the same names of people 
that our contacts thought 
were responsible.” Long 
pursued information 
sources diligently, says 
Police Chief King Davis. 
“Officer Long conducted a 
very thorough investiga¬ 
tion, talking to people on 
the street, and everywhere 
he felt there may have 
been a lead,” Davis said. 

By July 2nd, the depart¬ 
ment felt there was enough 
information to bring four 
suspects, ranging in age 
from 13 to 17. Three of the 
youths are Sierra Madre

Altadena. Following an 
interview in which they 
admitted the offenses, says 
Bailey, they were arrested 
on two counts of burglary 
and one of vandalism. The 
burglary counts stem from 
separate break-ins at the 
school and the Youth Ac¬ 
tivity Center, and Bailey 
reports that the department 
will be asking for felony 
counts when the case is 
heard on September 9th in 
Pasadena Superior Court.

until we were fairly certain 
we had the right guys.” 

Bailey added that the 
Sierra Madre Police De¬ 
partment is extremely 
grateful for the help of the 
community, particularly 
those who called and pro¬ 
vided the information that 
led to the arrests. Officer 
Long reports that most of 
the young people he talked 
to in conducting the inves¬ 
tigation were helpful, ask¬ 
ing only that their names 
not be used. 

Chief Davis was happy 
to announce the arrests in 
what has been the most 
highly publicized case in 
his seven months on the 
job. Said Davis, “I want to 
comment officer Long on 
his excellent investigation. 
He took his time, and also 
made sure to preserve the 
rights of the suspects, 
treating them with respect 
and dignity, but still get¬ 
ting to the bottom of the 
case.” 

Davis also stressed that 
community input was cru¬ 
cial in solving the case. 
“I’d really like to encour¬ 
age parents to teach their 
children to talk to the po¬ 
lice. Sometimes kids have 
a negative idea about help¬ 
ing the police out, because 
they don’t want to be con¬ 
sidered snitches. We real¬ 
ly needed the public’s help 
with this investigation, and 
were able to use their in¬ 
formation,” said Davis.

how to describe a suspect, focusing on easily defined 
characteristics such as heighL weight, race, hair color, 
and eyd color. Residents are also offered tips such as 
trimming their shrubbery, and using light as a deterrent 
to crime. 

The concept of Block Captains, used in larger cities 
with neighborhood watch programs, may or may not be 
used in Sierra Madre. Long is still evaluating citizen 
input to determine whether their use would be suitable 
in Sierra Madre. 

“The bottom line is, we want to bring the commuin- 
ity and the Police Department together to make a better 
quality of life for the residents,” said Long. The next 
meeting will be scheduled for late July or early August, 
and will focus on the southwest quadrant of the City. 
Long will post flyers, and the Sierra Madre News will 
be printing public service announcements when a date 
is set. Possible guests at meetings will be Police Explor¬ 
ers and representatives fi'om alarm companies. 

Said Police Chief King Davis, “The neighborhood 
watch is an outstanding program. Residents just need to 
look out for each other, and follow some basic guide¬ 
lines, and it will make the neighbortioods safer places.”

Arcadia Residents will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to safely dispose of household haz¬ 
ardous waste at a free Countrywide 
Household Hazardous Waste Roundup to 
be held at the Santa Anita Race Track, 
Gate 6, Colorado Place, on Sunday, July 
18, from 9:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. 

The puipose of this event is to encour¬ 
age the legal disposal of many common 
household products that may pose a haz¬ 
ard to individuals and the environment. 
Items that can be brought to the Roundup 
include: paint, pesticides, household and 
car batteries, pool chemicals, as well as 
motor oil, and oil filters. Hiere is a limit 
of 15 gallons or 125 pounds per vehicle.

The formation of an ad hoc committee apparently 
intended to lead to the formation of an Economic De¬ 
velopment Council is taking interesting shape.
